Mrs. La Follette has resisted the exten- 


'sive pressure brought to bear upon her. 
•especially by the •women, to become a can- 
didate for the unexpired term of her late 
husband. As was expected, she has issued 
a formal statement, declining to make the 
race and giving her reasons for this deci- 
. sion. Mrs. La Toilette's statement is a 
dignified outline of her position, in which 
she holds there are special claims upon her 
future which take precedence over politi- 
cal service in the capacitv she has been 
solicited to undertake. These special 
things consist of continuing La Follette "s 
Magazine and of preparing a second "vol- 
ume of the senator's autobiography. 


We believe Mrs. La Follette ?s answer 


to the urgent appeal of her friends to be- 
come a candidate for senator will raise 
her in public estimation. Although ex- 
pressing that there is a field for larger 
participation by women in public affairs, 
Mrs. La Follette holds^that this life was 


. not meant fpr her. 'She. says she would 


never have chosen^ a political career for 
herself, at any time-of her life. Its bur- 


/ dens, exactions and difficulties are too 


• great for one of H^iemperament and in- 


clinations, and;, she prelgrs to serve the 
Progressive cause in ways'for which she is 
more peculiarly fitted. 
_ It is not improbable that Mrs. La "Fol- 
lette could have been elected to the vacant 
senatorship oyer any candidate placed in 
the field against her. But it would have 
been an emotional rather than a discrim- 
inating choice. It would have been made 
regardless of Mrs. La Follette "s qualifica- 
tions. 
Such selections are neither wise 


nor beneficial to the cause they purport 
to advance. In our opinion, the same 
standard applies to Robert La Follette, 
Jr. 
"VTe do not believe he is qualified in 


any sense to carry on the work of his 
father in so conspicuous and responsible a 
situation. He lacks the training, the 
equipment, the ability, and it is evident 
that such a representative in so important 
a place would weaken rather than 
strengthen the Progressive movement. 
Nevertheless, it appears that young La 
Follette is to stand for the succession in 
the capacity, as Victor Berger expresses 
it, of the crown prince. It is understood 
he has reached an agreement with Gover-

SPENDTHRIFT STATES 


The Bank of America of New York city 


has completed a nation-wide survey of 
state debts, which reveals that the forty- 
eight states have bonds outstanding to the 
amount of $ 1.558.742.433. representing 
an increase of nearly 50 per cent in the 
last three years. Every man. woman and 
child in the country, through the state gov- 
ernments, owes on an average of $13.89. 
Some idea of what these figures mean may 
be had when it is known that the total of 
state debts is half a billion dollars greater 
than the entire federal debt before the 


United States entered the war. In 1916 
the net public debt of the United States 
amounted to only $ 1.006.281.572, or 
$9.82 per capita. 


The rapidity with which btatc indebted- 


ness has been piling up is shown by the 
fact that more than one-half of the present 
outstanding debt has been incurred since 
the beginning of 1920. 
This does not 


mean that the debt has been doubled since 
1920—only that half the bonds outstand- 
ing now were issued t-inco 1920. 
As a 


matter of fact, a total of $903.000.000 
of the securities now outstanding has been 
issued since Jan. 1. 1920. Nearly half of 
this huge state debt, or $626,852,350, 
has been created for the construction of 
highways and bridges. These figures are 
significant when it is remembered that 
highway development on a substantial 
scale is of comparatively recent origin. 
Eighteen per cent, or $287,000.000, of 
the state bond issues was used to provide 
bonuses for the soldiers, while waterway 
and harbor improvements represent a to- 
tal of $220.000,000. 


The popular impression in the non-agri- 


cultural states is that vast and costly ex- 
periments in state paternalism have been 
undertaken by the farming states. And 
yet it is found that, with the most liberal 
classification, only 4.8 per cent of the to- 
tal debt can be counted as agricultural 
aid. 
More than half of this $74.822.839 


is South Dakota's $48.400.000 bonds is- 
sued to' provide funds 'for its rural credit 
system. Education has received next to 
the lowest proportion for funds provided 
for by long term bond issues, approxi- 
mately 1 per cent of the aggregate, while 
welfare institutions, including insane asyL- 
urns, penal institutions and reformatory 
schools, have received from long term se- 
curities about $50,000.000, or 3.2 per 
cent of the total. 


The most encouraging phase of these 


statistics gathered by the Bank of Ameri- 
ca is the fact that bond issues are to a 
larger extent than ever before being paid 
when due and are not being refunded. 
Time was. and not so long ago. when the 
tendency was to consider the long term 
bond issue as a sure solution to all fiscal 
problems. 
AYhen old bonds became due 


they were refunded into'new securities to 
be repaid by generations which has no idea 
for what the money has been used. Cur- 
rent expenses and even anual deficits were 
converted into bonds. ^However, these 
financial habits of sta^gorernaieats are 
changing. Today only a smair'proportion 
of the total debt. 6.8 per cent, can be clas- 
sified as funding operations. Arhereas three 
years~ago the figure was 11 per cent, in- 
dicating a decline in the practice- of re- 
funding or the continuation of a debt after 
maturity. 
% 


The term of securities is largely deter- 


mined by the kind of improvement which 
they finance, and serial issues are going 
into use. 
"While state debts have been 


growing rapidly, the survey made by the 
^ank of America is reassuring in this re- 
spect at least, that they are being incurred 
and administered more conservatively. In 
the main, our good roads are responsible 
for them, and we think it will be agreed 
that value has been received for. these 
expenditures and debts. It is not so much 
the paying of interest and creating of sink-, 
ing funds for the retirement of state in- 
debtedness that has increased taxes as 
it 
is wasteful methods of administra- 


tion. The toll to politics and politicians 
has increased enormously. In 
many 


states it has doubled and trebled in the 
last generation. 
Money spent for public 


improvements in recent years has on the 
whole been well spent, but money squarf- 
dered on politics, as it is squandered in 
"Wisconsin for instance, is like taking it 
and throwing it into the river.

Dr. Alfred F. Hess, a child specialist who has 


made n. scientific study of the ultraviolet rays, sue- 
seats that infants can be exposed to the sun during 
the late fall and milder days of midwinter to a 
greater extent than is the custom. He adds that 
there is a limitation to such ultraviolet ray treat- 
ment and this is exaggerated by the Instinctive 
fear of mothers and nurses of exposing babies to 
the cold and wind.

It seems that 
the diiect sunlight contains the greatest propor- 
ionate amount of the ultraviolet (invisible) rays 
about midday, and the proportion "of these rays 
dwindles relatively early in the afternoon. Ions be- 
fore-the light of the sun seems lessened.
